_aloud on July 23, 1936, in compliance with the regulations-and under the supervislon !
of the Public Vorks Admdnletratlion.

. At that time hids were also recelved for certain general construction, both new |
: and repalrs, and awards were recommended, and later made for agll of the general and ;
repalr construction, that belng deemed the most urgent neeq,

Also at that time the Board decided to postpone actlon on recommending awards ¢ *
on any phage of the palnting untll further study had been made of the school needs : .
ag againset funds yet available. It was subsequently decided by the Board that the .
exterior painting of the John T. Allan, all the painting of the Wooldridge and Baker
Schoole eshould be carried ocut.

In line with thie deoision the Arochitects made sultable recommendations as to the
low bidder on those items under date of August 4, 1936. This wase follovwed by a reso-
lution of the Board, approved by the CAty of Austin, followed through in the regular
prooedure by final approval of ocontracte by PWA on these particular buildings,

The Arohitect'e recommendation of August 4, with referonce to the painting of
the interior of the John T. Allan Junlor High 8Bohool, included the follewing paragraphi

"3, That the bid of B. Roy Owens, of Austin, Texas, upon the paint-
ing of John T. Allan Junler High School, and in the sum of §10,835

ke conaldered the lowest and hest bid received, and that award bo .
made to him upon thie basis, except that there be omitted Alternate 1
in the amount of §7,3%81, and award be made in the net sum of §3,454,"
